Grading — We  guarantee  every  tree  to  be  up  to  the  grade  specified,  or  better.  Many  times  trees 
are  sold  by  height  only.  This,  we  believe,  to  be  very  misleading  as  we  have  seen  trees  which  be¬ 
longed  to  the  second  or  third  grade  (if  graded  by  size  and  caliper)  sold  for  first  grade,  as  they  had 
the  required  height.  We  grade  and  sell  our  trees  both  by  height  and  caliper,  and  believe  this  to 
be  the  only  way  that  gives  entire  satisfaction  to  the  planter.

It  is  essentially  an  extra 
early  Elberta.  The  quality  at  New  Brunswick  in 
1925  and  1926  has  been  fully  equal  to,  if  not  bet¬ 
ter  than,  Elberta. 

ECLIPSE — A  self -pollinated  seedling  of  Belle. 
A  dark  red,  yellow-fleshed  freestone  peach  of 
firm  texture  and  good  flavor,  ripening  with  Hiley. 
Size  equal  to  Hiley,  tree  more  vigorous.  Fruit 
oval,  flesh  fine  grained,  excellent  shipper,  hangs 
to  the  tree  well.  Recommended  as  a  variety  to 
replace  Hiley. 

CUMBERLAND — A  seedling  of  Belle  crossed 
with  Greensboro.  Large,  oval,  white-fleshed, 
usually  free.  Ripens  a  few  days  before  Car¬ 
man.  Recommended  as  a  variety  to  precede  the 
Carmon  season. 

ROSEBUD — A  seedling  of  Carman  crossed  with 
Slappey.  White-fleshed  almost  freestone,  excel¬ 
lent  quality,  ripening  a  few  days  after  Greens¬ 


boro.  Bright  color,  oval  shape,  flavor  resembles 
Hiley.  Promising  as  an  early  variety  to  fol¬ 
low  Greensboro  in  the  home  orchard.

If  Frozen  when  Received  bury  the  package  unopened  in  well  drained  ground  or  place  it  in  a 
cool  cellar,  so  that  it  will  thaw  out  slowly  and  gradually  without  being  exposed  to  the  air. 

If  they  should  appear  Dry  or  Shriveled  When  Received,  through  delay  in  transit,  or  from  any 
cause,  take  them  from  the  package  and  plunge  into  a  tub  of  water  or  bury  the  roots  in  the  ground 
in  an  inclined  position,  so  as  to  cover  one-half  or  more  of  the  tops  with  earth,  and  then  thoroughly 
soak  with  water,  and  then  let  remain  for  twenty- four  hours  or  more,  until  they  regain  their  fresh, 
plump  appearance,  when  they  may  be  planted.
